. VIRGINIA UMFRESS RAY stated that on the trip 
back to Mississippi she recalled sleeping most of the way 
and no conversation. She described the vehicle that they 
were riding in as a 1967 Malibu, white in color with red 
upholstery. She said the two front fenders had severe dents 
in them and RAY mentioned that he had hit a bridge. Upon 
returning to Mississippi they drove to Tupelo to the trailer 
which UMFRESS had been living in just South of Tupelo on 
Highway 45 South. • 


She advised that they arrived in Tupelo around 
5:00 P. M., on September 6, 1967, and they stayed at her 
trailer for the night. The .next morning around 10:00 A. M. , 
on September 7, 1967, after much discussion they drove to

At this point, VIRGINIA UMFRESS RAY advised 

that her maiden name is VIRGINIA JACO and th at/ in 
January, 1964, she married JOHNNY WAYNE U MFRESS who is 
employed as a carpenter with a company in Itawamba County, 
Mississippi. She divorced this man in 19$o and he still 
lives in Fulton, Mississippi. /

JAMES RAY at first refused to drive to Jackson, 

Mississippi, however, she convinced him to come along with 
her. They left Tupelo, Mississippi, around 10:00 A. M. , 
on September 7, 1967, and drove straight down to Jackson, 
Missisippi, arriving in the middle of the afternoon. 

They went directly to her grandparents, F. A. and VERA 
JACO, with whom her two year old son had been boarding 
at 225 Oak Street, Jackson. 

VIRGINIA RAY said she went into her grandparents' 
house by herself while JAMES RAY, her new husband, made a 
gasoline purchase at the Sinclair Service Station across 
the street from her grandparents house. She said JAMES 
RAY used a Sinclair credit card in making all gasoline 
purchases. 


At her grandparent^ home she introduced JAMES 
RAY to her cousin GEORGE JONES, his wife JOYCE JONES, and 
her aunt, MARIE JACO, as well as her grandparents. She 
explained that her grandparents' home has separate apartments 
and that her cousin MARIE JACO, GEORGE and JOYCE JONES have 
separate apartments . 

They remained overnight at the Oak Street address 
and between 6:00 and 7:00 A. M, , when she got up, JAMES RAY 
said they were leaving for California. She said she refused 
to go and that RAY picked up GEORGE JONIS' s shotgun, pointed 
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^ - 


it at her stomach and said he was going to kill her. At 
this point her cousin JQf CE JONES came' into the room and 
stepped between them and told RAY that he would have to 
kill her first. JAMES RAY hesitated for a moment, turned 
and ran out of the house. He got in his car and drove 
away taking the shotgun with him. VIRGINIA RAY said she 
has not seen JAMES RAY since and has heard nothing about 
him or from him since that time.

A short while after this incident she realized 
that sometime during the night or early morning RAY had 
taken the marriage license out of her overnight bag which 
she had picked up the morning before at the trailer in 
Tupelo. He also took a bronze horse trophy from the 
mantle. 

Upon seeing the photograph of JAMES EARL RAY 
in the Jackson newspapers on April 19, 1968, she immediately 
thought it strongly resembled JAMES RAY, her missing 
husband . 

VIRGINIA RAY furnished the following information 
concerning the contents of the 1967 Malibu in the possession 
of JAMES RAY: 

A large blue Samsonite type suitcase which appealed 
to be the largest size. She described it as a hard finish 
airplane tjp e luggage. 

A black cloth type bag with a zipper across the 
' top and handles. The lining of the cloth bag appeared to 
be plaid. Inside the bag was a current Alabama license 
plate and a current Mississippi license plate. She then 
recalled that the Malibu had Tennessee tags on it all during 
the period she was with RAY. She said she recalled asking RAY 
why he had the extra license plates and he said he needed them 
in his business. He said his business was that of a musician

and that he played a guitar. >, 
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He had numerous cosmetic type kits which only 
women would use. She was not able to further describe the 
cosmetics other than it struck her as odd that he would 
have these items. 

In the trunk of the car he had the small bronze horse 
trophy and a pair of expensive looking lizard skin riding 
boots. 

RAY claimed to have been associated with horse 
shows and won the trophy at a horse show.

beard appeared to be medium 
to light in color. 

Upon inquiry, Mrs. RAY said she noticed nothing 
peculiar about her husband's ears. She said his eyebrows 
were average and brown in color. 

The most peculiar thing about him other than the 

tattoos, was the fact that he addressed everyone as ,, hoss M . 

Numerous times while speaking he would use the word "hoss" 

, to the person he happened to be speaking to. 

The only thing she could recall about his facial 
expression was the color of his eyes, bluish gray, and the 
fact that his eyes frightened her more than anything else. 

She could not recall anything peculiar about his smile. 

She then added that she did not recall ever seeing him 
smila 

Mrs. RAY said that her grandparents, F. A. and 
VERA JACO, her cousin JOYCE and her husband GEORGE and 
her aunt MARIE JACO all saw JAMES RAY. She said they 
.. toofeel there is a resemblance between the photograph of 
JAMES EARL RAY which appeared in the Jackson newspapers 
on April 19, 1968, and her husband. She said that the 
previous photograph whic h appeared in the Jackson newspapers 
... prior to April 19, 1968, did not resemble her husband. It 
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was the photograph which appeared on April 19, 1968, which 
prompted her to call the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
She said she has no information concerning the whereabouts 
of JAMES RAY since she last saw him on September 8, 1967. 

Mrs. RAY then added that on the morning of 
September 8, 1967, after JAMES RAY hurriedly left her 
grandparents' home her cousin JOYCE JONES and her husband. 
GEORGE JONES drove her back to Tupelo, Mississippi, to 
her rented trailer home. 

Upon arriving there shortly before 5:00 P. M. , 
she noticed that the door of the trailer was ajar 
approximately three cr four inches. She recalled that 
she had given the key to the trailer to her husband. 

When she entered the trailer she noticed 
some items were missing. The first thing she noticed 
was that her portable record player and 50 or 60 albums, 
mostly country music were missing. She thought the record 
player was a True Tone portable model. 

A portable radio, make unknown, described as one 
that played with batteries or plug-in type,' was missing. 

A Brownie Holiday Flash Camera was missing. 

A Dominion Portable hair dryer was missing. 

Several sweaters, three pairs of her shoes and 
six dresses just back from the cleaners were missirg . 

She said that a picture of her mother which she 
described as being in an elaborate frame was also missing 
and in addition, a picture album of the family was missing.

Her cousin GEORGE, age 18 years, started her 
automobile, a 1955 Buick, blue and white in color in 
that she could not get it started herseLf. Her cousin 
GEORGE, discovered that some foreign substance had been 
placed in the gas tank causing the fuel line to be clogged 


After GEORGE JONES got her car started she 
drove it back to Jackson following GEORGE and JOYCE ' 
in their car. 

She said they arrived in Jackson around 9:00 
or 10:00 P. M. , that night, September 8, 1967. She 
remained at her grandparents’ house and lived there for 
a while. *

On 4/20/68, during the course of an interview with 
Mrs. VIRGINIA RAY at the Jackson FBI Office, a telephone 
call was placed to the Kansas City FBI Office. SAC KARL 
DISSLY, Kansas City, advised that there is no record of 
any scars on the back of each hand of subject JAMES EARL 
RAY. There is no record of any tattoos on JAMES EARL RAY. 

SAC DISSLY advised that the Los Angeles Division 
has positively placed JAMES EARL RAY in Los Angeles, 

Calif., on 8/2/67 and on 8/12/67. He stated that Los 
Angeles can practically account for JAMES EARL RAY's 
presence in the Los Angeles area from September, 1967, 
up to the first of the year. In addition, the Los Angeles 
Office located a record of appointments with a psychiatrist 
in the Los Angeles area wherein JAMES EARL RAY, using his 
full name, had a series of appointments with this psychiatrist. 

The telephone call to Kansas Cityvas placed in an 
effort to obtain any information which would indicate that 
subject JAMES EARL RAY had any tattoos or large scars on the 
back of each hand.

RAY took GEORGE JONES' 
shotgun, pointed it at VIRGINIA, and said he was going to kill 
her. JOYCE JONES, wife of GEORGE JONES, stepped. in between 
them and JAMES RAY fled the house and has not been seen since 
that time, 

JONES said that the previous evening he accompanied 
RAY to a local beverage store where RAY obtained two or three 
pints of whiskey. He said that in his opinion, RAY was nothing 
but an alcoholic. 

GEORGE JONES described RAY's vehicle as being a 1967 
white Malibu with red upholstery and the two front fenders 
severely dented.

On 4/22/68, Mr. LEANDER "LEE" ^AVY, 348 
Idlewild, Jackson, Mississippi, appeared at the 
Jackson Office of the FBI, and furnished. the follow- 
ing information to SA SAMUEL N. JENNINGS: 

D'AVY advised he is unemployed at the pre- 
sent time, but has previously worked as a cab driver and 
at numerous .odd jobs such as selling fishing worms, acting 
as a doorman at some bars on Bourbon Street in New Orleans, 
and a variety of jobs, after receiving a General discharge 
from the U. S. Army for stealing a Government vehicle. 

D'A VY said he was hitc hhiking with his ten-

Brookhaven, Mississippi. He caught a ride in front of 
the Coca-Cola Plant in Brookhaven, with a man who acted 
suspicious, and who had the name "Ray" written on the back 
of the Texas Inspection Sticker on the windshield of his 
car. D'AVY pointed out this was the day of the, funeral of 
MARTIN LUTHER KING, and after reading in the paper that 
JAMES EARL RAY was alleged to be the murderer, he be- 
lieves this man whom he caught a ride with might be in- 
volved in the murder of Dr. KING in some way. The un- 
identified man offering D'AVY and his son a ride from 
Brookhaven, Miss., to Baton Rouge, Miss., was driving 
about a 1961 Chevrolet, four door sedan, medium green in 
color, xtfith current Texas license plates, number not re- 
called or recorded.

had recently worked on a pipe-line job near Grenada, 
Mississippi, and was presently enroute to another new 
pipe-line job in Donaldsonville, Louisiana. 

During the trip, D'AVY started to comment 
about Dr. MARTIN LUTHER KING and this caused the un- 
identified driver to become very upset and pound his 
fists on the steering wheel. D'AVY claimed the driver 
never gave him any name . whatsoever , but he believes 
his name may have been RAY, since that was the name on 
the back of the Texas Inspection Sticker on the wind- 
shield. He said the Miss. Highway Safety Patrol stopped 
them just outside of Brookhaven , Miss., on a routine- 
type driver's license check. The driver exhibited a 
Texas driver's license to the patrolman. The patrolman 
also noted that one of the headlights did not work on 
this car; however, allowed them to continue on without 
receiving any type of ticket. During the drive to Baton 
Rouge, Louisiana, the unidentified driver gave D'AVY 's 
ten-year-old son a cheap, inexpensive ring which was 
made in Mexico, and which he took from the glove com- 
partment of the car. D'AVY still has this ring. 

D'AVY described the unidentified driver as 
follows: white male, age 25-35, 5' 9" in height, 180 

pounds , blue or green eyes , sandy colored brown hair 
with a full head of hair combed straight, no glasses, 
did not smoke , had on no rings , and did not appear to be 
carrying anything in the way of suitcases or clothes in- 
side the car. He spoke with a normal accent which was 
not particularly regional. He claimed to be from Orange, 
Texas, originally, but did not know several pieople named 
by D' AVY who are supposedly well-known in Orange, Texas. 

D'AVY viewed several photographs, including the 
photograph of JAMES EARL RAY, and stated the unidentified 
driver who picked him up is definitely not identical with 
the photographs and bears no resemblance to the photographs.

Informant advised that he has received no further information 
as to the whereabouts of BYRON DS LA WECKWITH but felt sure that if 
BYRON DE LA WECKV/ITH returned to the Mississippi Gulf Coast area

The .inf ormant learned from MC COY that ROY STRICKLAND claimed 
they were not worried about this trial as they had the prosecutor 
and some members of the jury on their side. MC COY added that in 
his opinion the klan in Laurel had gotten a list of the prospective . 
members of the jury and had contacted them like the recently did 
in Jackson County. 

Informant stated that he had not been able to develop any 
information as to the whereabouts of ROY STRICKLAND and did not 
know if any relatives of his in Laurel knew' of his whereabouts or . 
not. Information had previously come to his .attention that ROY 
STRICKLAND would reportedly give himself up prior to the trial so 
as to clear LUCILE "BUDDY” YUNT wh© is a relative of him. Informant 
said that if ROY did not then LUCILE YUNT night have to go to jail and 
if so RALPH STRICKLAND and other relatives would be mad at ROY STRICKLAND.

On 4/15/68 L EONA RD WARR EN , owner, Warren's 
Grocery Store, locatecl 6nTii5®way 21, north of Philadelphia, 
Miss., telephonically contacted the Meridian Resident Agency 
and stated that on the morning of 4/15/68 an unknown whit e 
male about 50 years of age weighing approximately 170 to 
180 pounds with sandy brown hair driving a 1958 or 1959 
light Ford with 1968 Tennessee license, number unknown, 
came into his store and wanted to trade three cases of 
"Mr. Terrific" cleaner for three gallons of gasoline. 

WARREN related that this unknown person later came back 
into his store and wanted to trade one can of the cleaner 
for a package of cigarettes. 

WARREN stated that this person looked something 
like the picture in the newspaper that was the person 
that killed Rev. MARTIN LUTHER KING. WARREN further 
related that he would not be in his store on 4/16 and 4/17/68 
but would be available for interview on 4/18/68. 

On 4/18/68 WARREN viewed photographs of MURKIN 
suspects exhibited to him by SA DONALD J. CESARE at his 
place of business in Philadelphia, Miss. He advised at 
this time that none of the photographs exhibited to him 
were identical to the individual who attempted to trade 
him the cases of cleaner for merchandise on 4/15/68.

Clerk, Humphreys County^BeT^TfT^advised that she 
has never heard of any individuals liviqg in Humphreys 
County having the names ERJTC STARVO GALT (or GIIALT) , 
HARVEY LOWMEYER (or LOWMYER), or JOHN WILLARD. She 
further stated that she has never heard the names 
before. She advised that no individuals having the 
above names or any names approximating those above 
names have been divorced in Humphreys County during 
the past 22 years. / 

On 4/18/68, Mr. GEORGE H^OD, Circuit Clerk, 
Humphreys County, BelzonlT^iTfflTippC advised that 
the names ERIC STARVO GALT (or iHJALT) , HARVEY LOWMEYER
